required

larg er quantities of w ater. Our or ­ 
ig inal w a ter law came from E ng ­ 
land, w here it was a part of the 
common law. In Eng land there w as 
developed the doctrine of riparian 
rig hts. 
Those 
who 
owned 
the 
streams, or who had property on the 
bank* of th e stream s had a rig ht 
to use the water, but property ow n­ 
ers whose land did not abut the 
reams had no rig ht to such w a ­ 
ter. However, with the development 
of the w estern part of the United 
States, there was developed a new 
doctrine as far as w ater was con­ 
cerned—the doctrine of appropria­ 
tion—th at is the doctrine of “first 
come, first served,' 
This doctrine 
w as prom ulg ated by the miners of 
California, who discovered that they 
had to have w ater for their mining 
claims and th at not alwny * were 
their claim s situated on the banks 
of the stream s. At first it was only 
possible to appropriate water f« r 
use within the w ater « lied of the 
stream s but it is now possible to 
appropriate w ater 
for 
territories 
ly ing w ithout the w ater shed. 
“Los Ang eles led 
the way by 
bring ing w ater from 
one 
water­ 
shed into another w ater « lied w hen 
It w ent Into the Owens valley for 
its w-ater and broug ht It to the city 
over deserts and m ountain rang es. 
Southern California expects to g ot 
it« future w ater from the Colorado 
river throug h the doctrine of a p­ 
propriation and 
expects to bring 


Colorado acres« the mountains to 
the coastal plain. 
“At the present time, however, 
there is no w ater subject to a ppro­ 
priation In the Colorado river, e x­ 
cept the flood waters. At times of 
flood untold quantities of w ater g o 
to waste Into the Gulf of California. 
After the flood has passed the riv­ 
er reaches such a stag e that all of 
the flow of the river is used for ir­ 
rig ation purposes. 
During certain 
parts of the sum m er each y ear, all 
of the w ater of the Colorado river 
Is diverted into the Irrig ation c a n­ 
als of the Imperial Valley Irrig ation 
district a t Hanlon heading and m any 
times the Imperial valley does not 
g et all of the water it would like to 
have. 
“If Southern California Is to make 
use of any of the w ater of the Col­ 
orado river it must take the flood 
waters. One of the reaeons for the 
building of the Boulder cany on dam 
is to hold back 
and preserve the 
flood w aters of the Colorado river 
so that this w ater 
may be 
used 
rath er th an wasted. Until the Boul­ 
der cany on dam is completed and 
the flood water* 
of the 
Colorado 
have hern conserved there will he 
no w ater for the coastal plain of 
southern California."

“The development of the coastal 
plain (th at is th at p art of southern 
California from S anta B a rb ara to 
San Diego and from the m ountains 
to the sea) has gone hand in hand 
with the development of w ater. The 
w ater question is the m ost serious 
question to be answ ered and solved 
by the people of southern C alifor­ 
nia. F or some years we have been 
drawing upon our great n atu ral u n ­ 
derground storage of w ater, h u t the 
time is fast coming 
when we will 
not he able to got any additional 
w ater from such sources. D uring 
the past ten years tho population 
of the coastal plain has increased 
approxim ately IOO per cent. If the 
same rate of increase should con­ 
tinue for the next IO years how are 
we going to provide sufficient w a ­ 
ter for our increased population? 
The development of the 
w ater 
law of California is p art of the 
history of the 
development 
and 
growth of the state. The first in ­ 
dustry pursued in C alifornia w as 
th at of placer mining, which r e ­ 
quired the liberal 
use 
of 
w ater. 
Later, the more widespread in d u s­ 
try 
of 
agriculture 
required 
still 
larger quantities of water. O ur o r­ 
iginal w ater law cam e from E n g ­ 
land, where it w as a p a rt of the 
common law. In England there w as 
developed the doctrine of riparian 
rights.

streams, or who had property on the

I 
bank* of the stream s had a right I r v C t U I T l T F O FII ^ « i l t 
to use the water, but property own- j 
era whose land did not abut 
stream s had no right to such 
tor. However, with the development 
of the w estern part of the United 
States, there was developed a new 
doctrine as far as w ater wa* con­ 
cerned—the doctrine of ap p ro p ria ­ 
tion—th a t is the doctrine of “ first 
come, first served.’ 
This doctrine 
was prom ulgated bv the m iners of 
California, who discovered th at they 
had to have w ater for their mining 
claims and th a t not alway* were 
their claims situated on the banks 
of the stream s. At first it was only 
possible to appropriate w ater for 
use within tile w ater «lied of the 
stream s but it is now possitde to 
appropriate w ater 
for 
territories 
lyirg w ithout Hie w ater shed. 
“Los Angeles led 
the way by 
bringing w ater from 
one 
w ater 
shed into another w ater «lied when 
it w ent Into the Owens valley for 
its w ater and brought It to the city 
over deserts and m ountain ranges 
Southern California expects to get 
It* future water from the Colorado 
river through the doctrine of a p ­ 
propriation and 
expects to bring 


^*the w ater from the w atershed of tho 
Colorado actos* the m ountains to 
the roastal plain. 
“At the present time, however, 
there is no w ater subject to appro­ 
priation In the Colorado river, ex ­ 
cept the flood waters. At times of 
flood untold quantities of w ater go 
to waste into the Gulf of California. 
After the flood has pa seed the riv ­ 
er reaches such a stage that all of 
the flow of the river is used for Ir­ 
rigation purposes. 
During certain 
parts of the «ammer each year, all 
of the w ater of the Colorado river 
is diverted into the irrigation can ­ 
als of the Imperial Valley Irrigation 
district at Hanlon heading and many 
times the Imperial valley does not 
get all of the water it would like to 
have. 
“If Southern California is to make 
use of any of the water of the Col­ 
orado river it must take the flood 
waters. One of the reaeons for tile 
building of th» Boulder canyon dam ; 
is to hold back 
and preserve the 
flood w aters of the Colorado river ■
